TRENTON, April 22. 


On the 15th inst. were laid the corner stone 
of the foundation of a new Presbyterian Church 
in this city. The Elders, Trustees and Mana- 
gers of the building, with a respectable number 
of the citizens attending, an appropriate pray- 
er was made by the Rev. Mr, Armstroug, Min- 
ister of the congreyation. The scene was so- 
lemn, impressive and atlecting. A plate of cop- 
per, inscribed April 1805, with the minister’s 
name, was laid between two larvre stomes of the 
foundation of the south-east corner. The foun- 
dation, though much more extensive, is laid 
nearly on the scite of the old church, which 
sioed about 80 vears. 

Beneath the stone of the old church was dis- 
covered asmail but well and weatly finished 
vault, arched with brick, containingstwo coffins, 
which their dress and furniture and the habili- 
ments of the corses denoted to have been per- 
sons of distinction, and most propably a husband 
and wife. But the records of the early times of 
this charch having been lost during the revo- 
lution. ‘Tradition tells us not certainly who 
these wefte. Fronia remnadt of 2 defaced in- 
scription containing the figures 170, it is ptoba- 
ble one of the coffins must have beca deposited 
atleast 96°and the other 105 vears, some time 
before the old Church was erected.—The vault 
remains udder the floor of the new edifice.
